Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to claim 1 , the prior art on record fails to suggest or render 
obvious a method for detecting gas leaks comprising the steps of providing a gas 
filter correlation radiometer tuned to measure ethane which includes two ethane 
detection paths having different lengths, wherein the steps include sampling 
corresponding pixels from detectors at each path having collocated field of views 
and detecting simultaneously while detecting the presence and identifying a gas 
leak by detecting ethane due to variations in solar radiation reflected from a 
target area, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 

Although, the steps up above are known individually, absent hindsight 
reasoning, one skilled in the art would not find the claim obvious since one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not find any motivation to combine the said 
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individually steps. As such, applicant provides a nonobviousness improvement 
over the prior art on record.
